Unkef Gets the Peace Prize 


The Nobel Peace Prize for 1965 has 


been awarded to what was originally called 
the I'mted Nations International Emergen- 
cy Children's Fund. Although the name 
has been shorted as the emphasis of the 
organization changed, the initials UNICEF 
are still used because they have become so 
well known. 


Conveniently the announcement came 


just as the annual "tricks or treats" 
campaign for funds for UNICEF was 
beginning. Despite a rather odd series of 
attacks by ultra-right wing organizations. 
UNICEF each year has been able to 
increase the number of youngsters, under 
the auspices of Catholic. Protestant and 
Jewish organizations, who participate. In

brought in about $15 million.

Computer in Control 


Ever since Mary Shelley wrote her 


famous novel about a scientist named 
Frankenstein and the monster he created, 
mankind has been wary of machines. But 
not wary enough, it seems. At least out in 
Oregon the problems presented to the 
state government by computers smack of 
something more than merely mechanical 
errors. 


In an effort to save money and 


employees, the state administration put in 
an extensive computer system. Loud and 
long were the praises — until last January. 
Then a baffled and irate taxpayer came in 
to ask why he had received a notice of 
renewal for a boat license when he never 
had owned a boat and didn't intend to, 
either. A routine check revealed that the 
computer, with devilish glee, had been 
spewing out mixed up names, addresses 
and license fees. Liquor licenses went to 
automobile 
owners, 
dog 
licenses 
to 


dentists. And just to make a bad thing 
worse, the computer had conveniently 
erased reels and reels of tape with the 
correct records. 


It took weeks for human employees to 


pour through the old-fashioned records 
and copy the correct information. And by 
that time the computers were off on 
another spree Paychecks for two depart- 
ments came flowing forth with the wrong 
amounts: errors in how much was withheld 
for taxes and retirement programs When 
the legislature raised the pay of some 
20.000 state workers, the information v\as 
garbled and a lot of people had to wait 
week? for any money at all.

Editor's Notebook 
Old Newspaper Policy 
Still Works; TCNR 
Hits 10,000 Mark 


BY JOHN TORIXL'S 


I probably have written this before — practically none 


of my thoughts are ever original — but the newspaper 
business in reality is based on a rather simple principle. 


If you do a good job in presenting th« 
news, or in more formal journalese if yon 
create a good editorial product, you are 
able to sell your paper to more readers, 
and merchants in turn will want to buy this 
audience as prospects for their sales. 


The income from circulation and adver- 


tising will then enable the publisher to fur- 
ther improve his editorial product. 


I witnessed a concrete example this 


week that this simple theorem works. The 
Tirin Cny Xfirs-Record 
staff had a party 


Tuesday night It was a celebration they 


had won fair and square from Post Corporation manage- 
ment It was in observance of the fact that Xevcs-Record 
circulation had exceeded the 10,000 mark. 


It was a very nice affair and I was happy to have been 


Invited. Jack Williams and Roy Yalitchka asked a number 
of public and business leaders to share the occasion with 
them. They would have liked to have entertained a lot 
more, but the second floor of the Left Guard will hold 
only so many people. 


There were no speeches or sales pitches. The only 


note as to the occasion was a large banner on one wall— 
10,000. This created some confusion since we were en- 
sconced in the 1.000 Yard Club's headquarters decorated 
with plaques of its members. But Jack and Roy were 
happy to straighten anyone out on what the banner meant 


The Xeics-Record as the community newspaper of the 


Twin Cities has been successful ever since we hit upon 
tne "piggyback" formula back in 1961. This was an orig- 
inal concept in the newspaper business. And it has at- 
tracted a lot of attention in the trade. The News-Record 
was featured in the lead story of a recent edition of the 
newspaper trade journal Edifor and Publisher. And last 
month a publisher from New Zealand came here to in- 
vestigate the system as being one he thought he could 
adapt to a problem he faces in Auckland. 


About a year ago we launched a new and concerted 


effort to further improve the News-Record's editorial 
product. We strengthened the staff through a number of 
staff additions and changes, and we decided to address 
ourselves more vigorously to a number of community 
problems. One of these was of our own making, the re- 
luctance of some city officials and boards and commis- 
sions to expose themselves to full public disclosure of city 
business. We explained our position carefully, that we 
felt the citizens of the community were entitled to full 
information, and in some cases called attention to Wis- 
consin's excellent anti-secrecy law to back up our position. 


I am happy to say that in most instances we have 


received excellent cooperation.

selves to new aid that might 
go to finance round two with 
Pakistan. 


The economic upheaval in 


Pakistan has been near disas- 
trous. Hundreds of American 
technicians, for example, have 
been evacuated from AID 
projects under way in many 
areas of East and West 
Pakistan —and nobody seems 
to know when they'll be able 
to return and get the work 
going again. 


One thing seems clear — the 


grisly totals are going to in- 
crease. 


Nixon. Goldwater. Bliss. Sen. 
Everett McKinley Dirksen of 
Illinois. Rep. Gerald R. Ford 
of Michigan. Gov. Robert E. 
Smylie of Idaho, chairman of 
the

Republicans are struggling 


on all fronts, but their plans 
for the House are particularly 
interesting because of the way 
they are using polls. 


Jack Mills, executive direc- 


tor of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee, gives 
an example: 


In the Midwest a study was 


made of a district in which 
the most likely candidate has 
already run twice and lost 
twice. "You know how it is." 
Mills said. "When you lose 
twice, the tendency is to say. 
•Let's try somebody else.' " 


But the polls showed that 


this two-Jime loser still was 
the most popular Republican 
around, and if the questions 
have succeeded in ferreting 
out the liveliest issues, per- 
haps he will win yet 
Ctoud on Horizon 


No matter how sedulously 


issues are sought, no matter 
how fetching the candidate, a 
small cloud always hovers on 
the horizon. 
At the last 


moment this can develop into 
a storm that can wreck the 
shrewdest schemes. 


Take the 1962 off-year elec- 


tions. On Oct. 22 President 
Kennedy reported a crisis 
over Soviet missiles in Cuba. 
The resultant anxiety and 
excitement, plus the relief and 
satisfaction 
when 
Nikita 


Khrushchev backed down, are 
attributed by Mills as reasons 
for the relatively poor GOP 
showing: a gain of only two 
new House seats. 


So Mills thinks back to 1962 


when he says: 


'•We expect to make some 


gains — provided we're not 
Cubanized or Johnsonized by 
some 
last-minute 
political 


maneuver." 


By the

whether they are Democrats 
or Republicans, and although 
they may waver occasionally 
their primary allegiance re- 
mains for life.

Possibly Brock sizes up this

Took Over After Dag's Death 
Secretary-General of United Nations, 
U Thant, Set to Begin His Fifth Year

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — In the gloom that 
followed the death of Dag 
Hammarskjold in 1961, the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union turned to a gentle, little 
known. .Buddhist, and offered 
him the job of running the 
United Nations. 


There were some who won- 


dered whether he could do it. 


But now as he begins his 


fifth year as U.N. secretary- 
general, U Thant is riding a 
wave of popularity that virtu- 
ally assures him a second five- 
year term — if he wants one. 


The soft-spoken, 56-year-old 


Burmese has come a long 
way since he took over after 
Hammarskjold 
died in an 


African plane crash. 


Many predicted there would 


never be another secretary- 
general 
of Hammerskjold's 


stature. In fact, there were 
predictions that there would 
never be another secretary- 
general. Nikita Khrushchev 
was pressing 
his "troika' 


plan to abolish the office and 
replace it with a three-man 
committee. 


It was then that Washington 


and Moscow finally agreed to 
offer the job to Burma's 
permanent U.N. delegate, a 
former 
schoolmaster 
little 


known outside diplomatic cir- 
cles. Four years later some 
rank Thant with Hammar- 
skjold in ability and achieve- 
ment. 


Although he can have a 


second term without lifting a 
finger. Thant says he hasn't 
given 
the 
matter 
much 


thought. His associates insist 
he hasn't discussed the ques- 
tion with anybody, including 
his own family. 


His term expires Nov 3, 


1966. and the 117-nation Gen- 
eral Assembly will have to act 
at its session which opens 
next September. 
Thant is 


expected to defer his decision 
until shortly before the ses- 
sion begins. 


Any decision to step down 


would be for purely personal 


reasons: 
he is under no 


political pressure to get out. 
The first secretary-general. 
Trygve Lie, once described 
the job as "impossible." But 
Thant has stood the strain 
well. 


Thant was hospitalized by 


an ulcer attack a year ago, 
but he has fully recovered. He 
now sips an occasional dai- 
quiri, his favorite cocktafl, 
and he puffs on his black 
Burmese cheroots throughout 
the day. 


Any doubt about his physi- 


cal stamina was dispelled by 
his peace mission to the 
Indian 
subcontinent 
last 


month, during the war be- 
tween India and Pakistan. 
Thant travelled 20,000 miles in 
nine days and took part in 
long and difficult talks with 
top 
officials 
of 
the 
two 


countries. 


This mission, incidentally, 


contributed to his current 
popularity. While Thant did 
not succeed in winning a 
cease-fire during his trip, he 
was credited with laying the 
groundwork for the agreement 
which followed soon after his 
return to New York. 


Pope's Visit 


Another big personal tri- 


umph for the secretary-gener- 
al was the visit of Pope Paul 
VI to the United Nations. The 
visit 
was 
Thant's 
idea, 


conceived months before it 
actually took place According 
to the secretary-general's ac- 
count, the thought first occur- 
red to him last January when 
the Pope sent him the text of 
his special appeal for an end 
of the armaments race. 


"That appeal,'' said Thant 


"and the desire of His Holi- 
ness to place it at the service 
of the united nations prompt- 
ed me. with the full support of 
the then president of the 
General Assembly, to seek the 
agreement of His Holiness to 
appear before, and address, 
the General Assembly." 


These two initiatives illus- 


trate Thant's concept of his 
job Like Hammerskjold, he 
insists that the 
office of 


secretary-general has a role 
to play in maintaining world 
peace and is not simply an 
administrative post. 


He has taken many initia- 


tives. Not a!! were successful. 
One was his hasty flight to 
Cuba during the 1962 missile 
crisis With the consent of the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, he took off for Havana 
to arrange for U.N. inspection 
of the Soviet missile with- 
drawal. But Fidel Castro gave 
him 
a sharp 
rebuff 
for 


assuming that Cuba would 
accept inspection. 


Thant did piay an important 


role hi the earlier exchange of 
messages between 
Khrush- 


chev and President John F. 
Kennedy in the missile crisis, 
and his contribution to a 
solution 
has 
been 
widely 


acknowledged. 


The secretary-general has 


tried hard to arrange peace 


talks on the Viet Nam con- • 
flict, but without success His 
initial efforts drew a protest 
from President Johnson, but 
more recently the United 
States has given him the 
green light to seek contacts 
with Red China and Commu- 
nist North Viet Nam. 


Thant makes no pretense of 


being neutral, but he doe* 
claim to be impartial. 


He stand on a statement he 


made long ago: "My belief is 
countries can be neutral, but 
it will be very difficult for an 
individual to be neutral on the 
burning questions of the day." 


The question of searing Red 


China in the United Nations is 
an example. Thant advocated 
the universality of U.N. mem- 
bership when he was Burma's 
permanent representative and 
he still does, even though his 
position conflicts with that of 
a majority of U.N. mem- 
bers— including the United 
States. 


One of the strange things 


about Thant's popularity is 
that at times his words seem 
unduly blunt — even more so 
than those of Lie and Ham- 
marskjold — but he has never 
become the center of a major 
controversy, as they did. 


Lie incurred the enmity of 


the Soviet Union by speaking 
against communist aggression 
against 
South Korea. 
The 


Kremlin refused to agree to a 
second term for Lie and never 
recognized him after his term 
was extended by the General . 
Assembly, over Soviet objec- 
tions. 
Spoke Against Reds 


Hammarskjold was elected 


to a second term, but broke 
with Moscow over U.N. mili- 
tary operations in the Congo. 
He was under heavy Soviet 
attack at the time of his 
death. 


Thant has stepped on quite 


a few toes, including those of 
the Soviet Union, France and 
the United States. 


"Diplomacy demands non- 


eyed words." he once said. "I 
am not a believer in honeyed 
words." When he was in 
Moscow in 1962, Thant broad- 
cast a statement on Moscow 
radio declaring the Russian 
people did not fully under- 
stand the true character of 
the Congo problem. He said 
they had been given only one 
side of the 
story. Soviet 


officials grumbled, but sup- 
ported Thant's election as 
secretary-general 
instead of 


acting secretary-general. 


Early this year, he told a 


news conference the Ameri- 
can people were not being told 
Hie "true facts" about Viet 
Nam. "In times of war and of 
hostilities," he said, "the first 
casualty is truth." Demand* 
for clarification brought A 
spokesman saying the secre- 
tary-general 
simply 
meant 


that people do not appreciatt 
the situation and that hii 
remarks were not meant u 
criticism of anybody.

Wisconsin residents hove been advised by the Consumer and Trade Practice Section 
of the Wisconsin State Department of Agriculture to take "common sense" precautions 
when solicited by persons claiming to be selling "industrial type" or "commercial 
grade" carpeting. 


"Our recent investigations reveal that in many cases the $18 to $25 per yard 'industrial 
type' or 'commercial grade' carpeting is similar or identical to carpets sold locally for 
$6.95 to $9.95 per yard. In addition, we found the yardage over-estimated by as high 
at 30% in calculating installation costs," stated Ray R. Pytel, Supervisor of th« Consumer 
and Trad* Practice Section. He stated that in some case* the salesmen represented 
themselves to b* "interior decorators" selling carpet left-overs from hotels, country 
clubs and other commercial installations which were claimed to be far superior to 
carpets sold to home owners and other private parties. 


Pytel vrged consumers to take the following precautions before signing any contracts 
for carpet installations: 


1. TAKE YOUR TIME. Check out all claims of commercial installations; talk to the 


persons and firms named personally; examine the material and the installation. 


2. COMPARE QUALITY, especially when claims are made about some "superiority'' 


not available in local establishments. 


3. DONT BE RUSHED into buying, by statements of a "very limited supply" or 


"this is your 'lost chance' to get in on a 'bargain' or a 'good deal'". Investigate! 
Reputable dealers invite comparison, so that you'll be satisfied. 


4. DONT BE MISLED by offers of something for nothing. Don't fall for "free" gifts 


or eome-ons; often these become the most expensive thing you'll ever get. Know 
your product and its price. 


5. KEEP THE SAMPLE when ordering an initallation. There will be no room for 


dispute about what you've bought. Check the tag for fiber content. 


6. READ AND LOOK before signing any contract or note. Make sure all terms, 


agreements and salesman's promises are in writing, all financing costs and 
arrangements disclosed, and blank spaces filled In or a line drawn through them. 


7. KNOW THE DIFFERENCE between a contract and a notear negotiable instrument 


before signing, or you may b* obligated to pay a bank or lending institution 
regardless of any claims you may have against the seller. 


t. READ THE GUARANTEE before signing up. Look for terms, time limits, exclusions, 


and who is to perform on claims. Remember, a 'lifetime guarantee' is worthless 
rf you can't find the guarantor. 


9. IF YOU DONT KNOW CARPiTS, know your dealer. Deal only with retailers 


with a known unquestioned reputation. Check out all others before you buy. 


10. COMPLAIN IMMEDIATELY WHEN DEFRAUDED. Make sure you have all the 


papers and the facts available. But first of all, don't delay; contact your Better 
Business Bureau, Chamber of Commerce, or the Consumer and Trade Practice 
Section promptly to prevent other home owners from being victimized and also 
to increase your chances of obtaining an adjustment.

Boisterous and Playful Egg Fight 
Gave Colorful Name to Egg Hi 


BY LILLIAN MACXESY 


It was a boisterous and playful egg fight that 


gave Egg Harbor on the Door County peninsula its 
colorful name. The particulars «f that June episode 
in 1825 is told by Elisabeth Thereaej 
Baird, widow of noted Green Bay law- 
yer Henry S. Baird, in her charming 
reminiscences of the early days on j 
ilackinac Island. 


Mrs. Baird. a woman of great per- 


sonality and outstanding education for I 
her time, knew most of the residents] 
of early Wisconsin when it was a ter- 
ritory. She herself was born in 1810 
Mackesy 


in Prairie dn Chien, the daughter of Scottish fur 
trader Henry Munro Fisher and Marienne Lasaliere. 
Her early childhood was spent on Mackinac Island 
until at the age of 14 she became the bride of the 
young lawyer from the Bay. 


Her story about bow Egg Harbor got its name is 


one of many incidents she recalled about her youth 
and today the tate is part of Volume 14 of the "Wis- 
consin Historical Collections." 


Bateau Travel 


The young couple was traveling to the island 


on one of a fleet of six bateaux or Mackinac boats, 
richly laden with furs and owned by the American 
Fur Company. Henry Baird was making the trip for 
business reasons, planning to attend court, but his 
young bride was to visit her relatives, friends and 
neighbors. Elizabeth's brotber-i&4aw. fur trader Jo- 
seph Rotette of Prairie dn Cmen, was in charge of 
the cargo and the many voyaguers. 


In each of the six 30-foot boats there was a crew 


of seven men—an Frenchmen—six to row and the 
seventh to steer as * well-practiced team. In addi- 
tion, there was a cterk representative of the fur 
company in each boat and this man. called the 


bourgeois, acted as the commander. Stowed carefully 
in the center of each boat was the carfo «f pelts, 
snugly fitted with a tarpaulin over the tip and sides 
to protect the furs. 


"A most important feature «f the cargo was the 


mess basket," wrote Mrs. Baird In her recollections. 
-It was well filled with everything that could be 
procured to satisfy both hunger and thirst, auch as 
boiled ham. tongue, roast chickens, bread, butter, 
hard biscuits, cheese, when that hrtnry could fee 
procured, tea. coffee, chocolate and ptcklei . . . 
and an abundance of eggs. 


"All this the mess baskets held; yet, in addition, 


we depended upon securing fresh game and fish en 
the way. Rolette was known as a good provider, send- 
ing all the way to St. Louis for an this part of the 
world could not supply." 


Eggs-a-Plenty

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Is the Prummond Mansion Haunted? 
Hortonville's House of Horror

HORTONVILLE — liiere are stories told here by 


this commumtj's \oung people, handed down from 
father to son. about a haunted house just outside the 
tillage 
a house which to this day keeps its secrets 


of death locked somewhere in its 27 rooms. 


The old Enos Drummond mansion, once the haunt- 


ing place of the locality's Irish farmers, is itself a 
dying -h;ng. torn by rain and weather for o\er 100 
>ears and standing only on a remaining few founda- 
t-on timbers. 


The building is eld and deteriorated, and the for- 


est which once graced its borders, has grown almost 
10 the hea\y wooden doors, long nailed shut. 


Once this mansion was the dream of Wolf Rher 


Boat Capt Enos Drummond. a southern aristocrat 
who built it and lived alone in it Drummond called 
his woodland retreat. Eagle's Nest. 


But. say the stones, he died or was murdered, 


before lie was able to complete his final plan — to 
convert the mansion, and property surrounding A. 
into a northern sla\e plantation.

Death did not finish with Drummond. howe\er. 


Once. Silas Fenno. a renter who Ihed in the home 
during the era of the Civil War. hid his brother, an 
Army horse buyer, who had lost federal money in a 
Chicago poker game, from federal agents.

There are stories of ghosts about the home, and 


it is never clear which ghost is haunting at what time 


One popular legend has it that Drummond's ghost 


and the ghost of the man who murdered him. share 
the 27 rooms, and guard the house against visitors. 


In the late 1930s farmers claimed, they woulii 


near the organ which stood at the top of the stairs 
on the mansion's second floor, being plajed late at 
night. 


If jou stood in the drheway. facing the estate, 


others would say. mysterious winds .would whistle 
through the trees, knocking \our hat off. 


Those who wandered past the home late at night 


would see the mansion nnsteriously lighted, an-1 
would hear s.nging. like that of a chorus of Negro 
slaves, coming from the deep basement. 


Cuff, who was onh a boy when the stories were 


popular, has discounted the ghost theory. Drummond 
died in the house, he conceeds. but it was because 
ef a heart attack. 


The deserter was ne\er shot on the estate, he 


claims, but was merely taken prisoner and marched 
to a prison. 


The home was modernized ever the years, but has 


fallen into decay in the last 10 years. 


The home retains much of its ante-bellum charm, 


but porches have long fallen away, and the outside 
of the house is black and weathered. 


Inside, the floors give the visitor an eerie feeling 


of walking on nothingness, and the sound of a bird. 
trapped somewhere within the rooms, gives a haunt- 
ing, chilling, chirping sound.

manded to be allowed to go to Boston and investigate her claims, before the 
committee put its stamp of authenticity on her manifestations. 


So it was that on July 23, 1924. Houdini and O. D. Munn. aS>o of the Scien- 


tific American staff, arrived in Boston, where they had dinner v.iih the medium. 
Mrs. L R.G. Crandon, and her husband, a well-known surgeon, yachtsman and 
instructor at the Harvard Medical School. 


That evening Houdini attended his first seance with Mrs. Crandon. The 


room was. of course, darkened during the actual attempt to communicate with 
the "spirits". 


'•At this seance," Houdini recalled later. "Dr. Crandon sat on the medium's 


right and held her right hand and J. Malcolm Bird, as had been customary in 
their previous seances, circled with one of his hands the fingers of both the 
medium and her husband. This left one of Bird's hands free for -exploring pur- 
poses.' as he said. 


"I sat on the left of Mrs. Crandon and held her left hand with my right. 


My right foot was placed against her left foot, pressing against her ankle. 


"Anticipating the sort of work I would have to do in detecting the move- 


ments of her foot I had rolled my right trouser leg up above my knee. AH that 
day I had worn a silk rubber bandage around the leg just below the knee. By 
night "the part of the leg below the bandage had become swollen and painfully 
tender, thus giving me a much keener sense of feeling and making it easier to 
notice the slightest sliding of Mrs. Crandon's ankle or flexing of her muscles. . . 


Used Electric Bell 


'•One of the successful '*• demonstrations she had been giving, and-AInch 


none of the committee had been able to expose, involved the use of an electric 
bell enclosed in a box 14 inches long by six wide and five deep. 


"This box ' Fig. 1 > was stoutly fastened on all sides except the top. which 


was covered with boards. Inside the box with the bell were dry batteries which 
rang it whenever a certain pressure at the top of the box completed the circuit. 
In pre\ious seances when this box had been placed in front of Mrs. Crandon 
and the sitters supposed they had her perfectly controlled < held by hands and 
feet so they could detect any motion > the be!! had been rung repeatedly and

the explanation was that •Walter.' the medium's dead brother, had closed the 
circuit. Xot only had the bell been rung but it had been used with a code and 
answered questions. 


'•On the evening in question the bell-box was placed between my feet with 


my right foot between it and Mrs. Crandon's left foot. As the seance progressed 
I could distinctly feel her ankle slowly and spasmodically sliding as it pressed 
against mine while she gained space to raise her foot off the floor and touch 
the top of the box. To the ordinary sense of touch the contact would seem 
the same while this was being done. At times she would say: 


'• 'Just press hard against my ankle so you can see that my ankle is there.' 


and as she pressed I could feel her gain another half inch. 


"When she had finally manemered ner foot around to a point where she 


could get at the top of the box the bell ringing began and I positively felt the

tendons of her leg flex and tighten as she repeatedly touched the ringing 
apparatus. There is no question in my mind about it. She did this. Then, when 
the ringing was over. I plainly felt her leg slide back into Its original position 
with her foot on the floor beside mine. 


"During the second intermission 'Walter' asked for an illuminated plaque 


!o be placed on the lid of the box which held the bell and Bird went to get it. 
This left the right hand and foot of the medium free. 


"Bird had difficulty in finding the plaque and while he was searching, 


'Walter' suddenly tailed for 'control." iSee Fig. 2.)

"Mrs. Ciandon placed her right hand in mine and gave me to understand 


that I had both her hands. Bird was requested to stand in the doorway, but- 
without any warning, before he could obey, the cabinet was thrown over back- 
wards violently. The medium then gave me her right foot also, saying: 


" "You now ha\ e both hands and both feet." 
"Then 'Walter" called out: 
" 'The megaphone is in the air. Have Houdini tell me where to throw it.' 
" 'Toward me.' I replied, and in an instant it fell at my feet 
"The way she did these two tricks is as follows: when Bird left the room it 


freed her right foot and hand. With her right hand she tilted the corner of the 
cabinet enough to get her free foot under it. then picking up the megaphone 
she placed it on her head, dunce-cap fashion iFig. 3.t. Then she threw the

cabinet over with her right foot. As she d;d so I distinctly felt her body give 
and sway as though she had made a vigorous lunge. As soon as this was done 
'Walter' called for 'better control' and she gave me her right foot. Then she 
simply jerked her hand, causing the megaphone to fall at my feet. Of course 
with the megaphone on her head it was easy and simple for her to ask me or 
anyone else to hold both of her feet and also her hands, and still she could snap 
the megaphone off her head in any direction requested. This is the 'slickest' 
ruse I ha\e e\cr detected, and it has converted all skeptics." 


The second seance was no more mystifying to Houdini than the first. 
"At this tune 1 <J;-co\ered without question that she used her head and 


shoulders to push bark the table. Her great asset in disguising the muscular 
movements which she uses in doing this is the arm chair in which she sits. 
As she is unusually strong and has an athletic body she can press her wrists 
so firmly on the arms of the chair that she can move her body and sway it at 
will without the sitters, who haie hold of her hands, detecting the movement. 
(Fig. 4). 


"That evening I was in charge of her left hand which rested lightly on the 


palm of my right. With my index finger I could feel her pulse. In fact I used

the secret system of the "touch and tactics' of the mind or muscle performer . . . 
I was able to detect almost every time she made a move. Frequently she 
stretched out her arms to rest them and once I caught her using this motion 
as a subterfuge, leaving only her elbow on the chair while she pushed the table 


As a result of these discoveries. Houdini wrote to 0. D. Munn his conviction 


that "Margery" was "100 per cent trickster or fraud, judging by the first seance 
I attended. . . I have been unfairly treated in this case being only called in 
when according to Mr. Bird's personal statement and in print made, to the 
effect that the medium. Mrs. Crandon. was 50 per cent genuine, and publishing

in two articles of your publication, facts such that could not have been written 
by a competent investigator, and I would like a personally written statement 
from all those who were present on the committee, to check up their findings." 


Subsequently, members of the committee asked Houdini to construct "some 


sort of comfortable restraint for the medium which would prevent her from 
using any of the tactics which I had detected, such as moving her hands and 
feet. This was agreed to by the whole committee and I set to making a cabinet- 
box which was entirely closed except ifor) openings for the medium's neck 
and arms." which were held by members of the committee. 


At first the box did not stop the medium from producing such phenomena 


as Dell ringing, but when the committee fixed the cabinet so that the front 
portion could be locked with four hasps, staples and padlocks, "there were no 
manifestations, and the seances were blanks." 


The upshot of Houdini's participation in the investigation was that Margery 


did not win the S2500 award, and newspapers across the country editorially 
applauded the magician's efforts. 


Arthur Brisbane, of the Xew York American, wrote: 
"It seems that "Margery." highly successful spiritualistic medium in Boston, 


could not 'do her stuff" in a special locked box arranged by Houdini. the 
magician. In another box of her own construction, bells rang, spirits brought 
messages about Papa and Mania, and all went well. 


"The radio or telephone would have worked in Houdini's box. 
The spirits 


are more sensitive."' 


Curiously enough. Houdini retained his hope that somehow it would be 


possible to communicate from beyond the grave. 


Al Leech, a noted magician and director of public relations for Allis-Chal- 


mers Manufacturing Co. notes in the current issue of "The Linking Ring, 
published by the International Brotherhood of Magicians, that years before 
his death Houdini made a pact v.ith his wife. Bess. 


"Whichever died first would try to communicate with the other, using a 


secret code they had employed in a r-i-nd-reading act. For 10 years, each Oct. 
31, Bess Houdini kept her vigil seated before Houdini's picture. But communi- 
cating from beyond was a feat "ot even Houdini could accomplish.'

Bad Farming on 


'Green Acres'

HOLLYWOOD — Somewhere there is a philo- 


sophical contradiction in the excitement of a mother- 
to-be over the arrival of a new child and then, some 
years later, that child's almost invariable desire tc 
get away from it all. 


True, there is little philosophy to be found in 


television entertainment programming, but creator- 
producer Jay Sommers. of the new CBS-TV series 
Green Acres, 8 to 8:30 p.m.. Wednesdays, maintains 
the theme of his show-is a universal one: 


"It's got a message/' grins Sommers. "Let's get 


away from it all." 


Star Eddie Albert agrees wholeheartedly. 
He has his own organic vegetable farm in the back 


yard of his Pacific Palisades home, even as his other 
self on the show, "Oliver Wendell Douglas." had a 
vegetable farm on the roof of his New York apart- 
ment before moving to "Green Acres." 


"I got the idea from my stepfather when I was 


a kid." recalls Sommers. "He wanted a farm in the 
worst way and he finally bought one. I remember 
having to hoe potatoes. I hated it. I won't even do the 
gardening at our home now. I was so resentful as a 
child. 


"But." he points out logically, "those childhccd 


memories come in handy when you're trying to dream 
up the idea for a new television show."' 


As viewers of Green Acres are by now aware, two 


less logical people couldn't be found on a broken- 
down farm anywhere than sophisticate Eddie Albert 
and super-sophisticate Eva Gabor as his protesting 
wife.

"I was on a farm once." recalls ?-Iiss Gabor. her 


Hungarian accent impossible TO re-create in type. 


"It was just like this one on the show. Terrible. I 


didn't like it. I do not have to call en tremendous re- 
serves of acting to play the part of a disdainful occu- 
pant of this farm." she laughs. 


"In the script they made me a city-loving person 


and I am indeed just that. 


"They have given me the most gorgeous Jean 


Louis creations and rny own jewels and I love every- 
one on the show, and everything about the shew. 


"Why? Because I DO.VT HAVE TO LIVE OX A 


FARM, except during working hours." 


With a fey sense of humor. Eva finished a scene in 


Vrhich she was taught to cock pancakes by Bea Bena- 
deret, star of Petticoat Junction, in whose neighbor- 
hood the Green Acres folk live. 


"These are the worst pancakes anyone ever made. 


Bea made them marvelously. I haven't the knack. 
What? You insist that all Hungarians are good cooks? 


"Let me tell you. darling, my mother and I are the 


exceptions. We cannot cook. And we do not want to 
cook!" She laughed at the very idea of being caught 
in a ruffled apron—or any other kind. 


And what, you may ask. if you've missed Green 


Acres, are the Petticoat Junction folk doing in their

sll time, but he suld them first a rccster. then a 
chicken so the rooster wouldn't pine away, then a 
ccw and on and on. 


"Meanwhile, the folk at the Shady Rest Hotel in 


Petticoat Junction knew what was happening tc these 
peer, misguided city slickers and decided to drop in 
to give them a hand now and then."' 


"We're net attempting a continued story," says 


Sem-rjers. "We're just being neighborly."' 


Eddie Albert is thriving in the rural living atmos- 


phere. As mentioned, he's a small version of a farm- 
er at home and "I grew up in the Midwest, which en- 
titles me to like this kind of bucolic life."' Born in 
Reck Island. 131.. Albert was raised 
in 
Minneapolis 


where he had a part-time job as a drugstore soda 
jerk. 


He claims inventorship of the double-thick choco- 


late malted—a statement not many stars of any media 
would be able to make.

comes to work every morning like a little kid romp- 
ing through a candy shop. 


"We have fun. We laugh. It's great. The ups and

Mayhap this is to be the year that, overwhelmed 


by that clamor of Little Elfin Voices, you plan to take 
on a pup to raise. Before you commit yourself beyond 
redemption, put many long thoughts on the following 
points. If in the end you cannot give an honest "yes" 
to at least 75 percent of them, don't get a dog: you 
will rue it. and so will the dog! 


How old are the children in the family? Are you 


ready and willing to train the children along with the 
pup so that all may benefit from the association? Eta 
the children really want a dog. or do they just think 
that they want one because Jenny Brown next door 
has a cute puppy? 


If they are of a suitable age. has it been impressed 


upon them that they will be expected to assume as 
great a share of responsibility as to its care as they 
are physically able to cope with? Are your quarters, 
grounds and living habits such that you can maintain

any way possible, and stand back of their productions. 
Thev have put much time, money and thought into 
producing and rearing this pup; they deserve a fair 
return on all of this. Their prices may seem high 10 
you, but may we assure you most emphatically that 
the really dedicated breeder has yet to make that 
-fast buck" on any litter! 


Be fair to those you seek to buy from. Go there 


knowing something of the breed in question, and do 
not demand the impossible as to fitting certain breeds 
into your special situation. Know what age will suit 
you best—whether you wish a dog or bitch, and why. 
If you ask for a pet-type pup, pay accordingly and do 
not complain or cond'emn a year later when it is not 
of superior show quality. 


If you do buy draw quality, remember that the 


new owner has to do much to further such an animal'* 
development; special rearing and special training are 
involved. No breeder is a miracle man. Pups change, 
often drastically as they grow, and this show-quality 
stuff is all pretty much In the lap of the Gods, at best. 


Insist that the pup be in full health, that you are 


told what shots have been given, what wormings have 
been done, and what diet the pup has been accustom- 
ed to. Be emphatic as to the pup's "papers," registra- 
tion slip and pedigree. If the pup is to be sold as of 
registered stock and eligible for registration, you are 
entitled to such papers at whatever price you pay, 
unless you sign a paper waiving such rights as a re- 
sult of "some special arrangement with the breeder. 
If you do not get such papers, the American Kennel 
Club will see that you do, if they are available.

momentous puppy quest. Good luck. Very soon \ve 
hope to present an article to aid you in selecting the 
pup. introducing him into your household, and a few 
hints on care and feeding during that so important 
"transition period."' 


a dog with a minimum of upheavel to your way of 
living? Do both parents agree that they want a pup? 


The mother of the family will generally have the 


bulk of its care and rearing. If such a task is "over 
her dead body," so to speak, it can be a living hell 
for the pup. Have you settled as to whether the ani- 
mal in question will be a house dog or a mostly-out- 
side dog? Either way. have you looked things over 
carefully and planned suitable quarters and arrange- 
ments, inside or out? Have you made yourselves fa- 
miliar with suitable breeds to fit your needs so that 
you will know something of the temperament, size 
and characteristics of the breeds under considera- 
tion? Growing up with and sharing in the training of 
a good pup can have a very salutory effect upon the 
children involved, but the situation must be handled 
with thought and care. Remember, your dog is not a 
toy or a status symbol; he will be a friend and de- 
serves to be treated as such!

pup, do give his purchase the same thought and 
consideration that you would give to buying one of 
vour more expensive utilities. There, you would look 
well at various makes, ask pertinent questions, and 
buy only from an established and responsible manu- 
facturer. Do the same with your pup! 


Buy only from breeders of established reputation. 


They are even more anxious than you. that the pup 
remains healthy and develops into at least a passable 
specimen of its breed. They are willing to help you in

If you're going to be in the neighborhood of San 


Francisco three weeks from now. drop in at the na- 
tional bridge tournament at the Hilton Hotel. The 
players have to pay to get in, but it costs nothing to 
watch. 


Most of the great names in bridge will be there, 


and you can pick your star and kibitz him *or heri. 
Try to be patient and tolerant of what the experts 
do. Thousands of mistakes will be there at the tour- 
nament waiting to be made, and with any luck you 
v.'ill see your share. 


Kibitzers are supposed to keep as quiet as the 


chairs they sit upon, but they don't always follow 
this rule. Last August, when the national tournament 
was held in Chicago, a kibitzer leaned forward as 
declarer took a card out of his hand to play at the 
first trick.

Outdoors Wisconsin 
Feeding Tray Offers Opportunity to 
Observe Feathered Visitors Habits 


BY CLARA HUSSONO 


If you have a feeding tray for birds close to a 


window, you have an opportunity to observe many 
things about the various species which partake of 
your hospitality. Even if many kinds come to your 
feeder, just noting them is only a small part of the 
fun of having birds around. 


Watching the various ways they feed, noting 


which bird is boss of the feeder, discovering the 
variations in the colors and markings in one species, 
and being able to recognize individual birds are 
other aspects of the feeding project that you'll en- 
joy. 


You'll find that blue jays and chickadees hold 


sunflower seeds in their toes and shuck the shells 
with their bills: cardinals and grosbeaks do the job 
with one swift jab of their powerful, sharp-pointed 
beaks, and sparrows pick up smaller seeds with a 
side-to-side sweep of their bills. 


Nuthatches pick up sunflower seeds and twirl 


them around between their bills to get the pointed 
end of the seed forward. They fly off then to a 
tree trunk or the side of a building, where they tuck 
the seed under rough bark or a siding. Later they 
find their seeds and eat them at leisure. 


When juncos first came to my feeder early in 


October. I noticed that in a flock of 10 or 12. two 
were very dark and also a little larger than the 
rest. Most of them are as slate-colored as their name, 
slate-colored junco. suggests. But in my flock, two 
were almost blue-black, which contrasted sharply 
with the pure white of the underparis. Some of the 
others were pure slate gray, some had a tinge of 
brown in the gray, and some greenish or olive. 


Every once in a while someone reports seeing 


a pink-sided junco in Wisconsin. This is a western 
species, which along with the Momar.a and Oregon 


juncos has pink or rusty sides. The birds seen here 
are more likely to be slate-colored juncos which 
hatched out late and are still wearing the immature 
plumage colors, which includes pink or rusty sides. 
The Oregon junco, which has a black head, rusty 
brown back and rusty or pinkish sides, is rarely a 
winter resident of Wisconsin. 


For variations in color and markings, the house 


sparrow beats all other birds. Take a look at a flock, 
and you will see that some have white markings on 
wings or tail and some do not. The colors and ar- 
rangements of the back patterns vary too. It's a good 
thing we can depend upon their flat heads to tell 
them apart from the true i native > sparrows. 


Some of you may remember 
the nuthatch 


'-Brownie." which came to my feeder two years ago. 
Instead of the black, blue-gray and white colors, this 
one was brown, tan and white, but it was a white- 
breasted nuthatch, not the smaller, brown-headed 
species. 


I have an odd one this year too. Its colors are 


right, but some of the markings are different. In- 
stead of the narrow "eyebrow" of white which sepa- 
rates its crown from its face, this one has a broad 
band of white, which suggests a dark-haired man 
with a receding hairline, especially above the ears. 


It's different in other ways too. It has a long 


neck and longer legs. Nuthatches are noted for their 
squatty-short-necked appearance. I'll be able to tell 
• Lor.g-Neck" from others of its kind. 


One thing I do know about this individual: He <or 


she' is used to feeders. From the first day I put out 
seeds, he landed in the middle of the heap of seeds 
and began picking out the sunflower seeds. The other 
birds, except for jays, are still foolishly feeding un- 
der the table, not knowing there is a bigger supply 
above them.
